Edward M. Hallard, general man- 
ager of the circus, tonight, issued a 
statement saying fizures compiled in- 
dicated that probubly 85 persons had 
been killed, He said a hasty tabulation 
of scattered employees showed 60 
missing in addition to the 24 identified 
dead. Most of the missing were said 
to be “Razorbacks,” many of them 
negroes. F. S. Whipple, railroad train- 
master, also has been given up as 
dead, 

Parts of two bodies cremated in the 
furnace of tangled steel and timbers 
which was once the circus train, were 
due out tonight, The authorities said 
that if the death list is as great as 
estimated by circus men, the addition- 
al bodies probably were reduced to 
ashes. An inquest will be held at 
Hammond tomorrow and Gustave 
Klauss, fireman of the train of empty 
Pullmans, has been ordered brought 
to Hammond to testify. 

“We will have the engineer, Alonzo 
Kk. Sargent, present when we are ready 
for him,"’ was all Deputy Coroner 
Green of Lake County would say, 
Sargent is being held in Kalamazoo, 
Michigan.

Town of Vermilion Rises From 


has 


Ruins of April Fire Bigger and 
More Substantial in Growth 


a 


New Fireproof Buildings Replace Those Which Were 
Destroyed.—Town Hall, Departmental Stores; Banks, 


Telephone Building and 


Other Structures Are Now 


Under Contract or in Contemplation. 


Disastrous as was the fire that de- 
vastated the town of Vermillion last 
April, there is as usual the other side 
to the story and as one prominent 
Vermilion business man expressed it, 
“Vermilion is going to be bigger and 
better than it ever was.” He referred, 
of course, to the fact that new brick 
fireproof buildings are replacing prac- 
tically all the burnt ones. The original 
buildings were built for moet part in 
boom times, and, like most new Wes- 
tern towns wera of frame, Now in 
the sober earnest of high prices for 
Jabor anc materia], and the strenuous 
time of war and possible famine, Ver- 
millon merchants have the faith of 
their town and country to such a de- 
gree that they are rebuilding at once. 

On April 11, twenty-three business 
houses were burnt completely down, 
in the fire that took out the two 
principal business blocks of the city. 
Before the snow files it is probable 
that about seventeen of them will be 
replaced, and for most part with brick 
or brick yeneer buildings, In addition 
there are several new buildings being 
put up where larger premises have 
been found necessary on account of 
increased business. 

In keeping with the new town, the 
council at {ts last meeting passed a 
resotution approving ef the building 
of cement sidewalks entirely around 
block 4, one of thesé business sec- 
tions. 

Plans for New Town Hall. 

First and foremost is the new town 
hall, plane for which are being pre- 
pared by FE. W. Morehouse, of Edmon- 
ton. The plane which are for a build- 
ing to cost tn the néighborhood of 
$25,000 have been approved by the 
council and debentures are to be sold 
to provide the money. The building will 
be put in the same place as the old 
wooden structure that had served tne 
purpose since the town began. It will 
provide quarters for the police and 
fire departments there will be a coun- 
cil chamber and executive offices on 
the ground floor and in the second 
floor will be a large community room 
for the general purposes of the town. 


Two of the biggest departmental 
stores of the place Craig Bros, and 
Stephens’ Bros. were burnt. out. 


Craig's are housed in témporary quar- 
ters which they {mmediately put up, 
but intend to build a two-storey briek 
bullding 120 by 30, to cost in the 
neighborhood of $20,000. Stephens’ 


Bros. are carying on in quarters in| 


the Imperial block and will probably 
not build until next year. 

One fine looking block is in process 
of building at the present time and 
will be occupied by Joseph McKone, 
implement dealer, whose frame butid- 
ing was burnt so flat that only for the 
machinery they could scarcely find 
where it had been. This is a two- 
storey block 33 feet by 48 and is near- 
ly ready for the roof. Adjeining it is 
the new theatre, also of solid brick, 
being built by W. P.*Pelkie. The thea- 
tre is 830 by 130 feet, A new brick 
bake shop is already built for A. M. 
Wener. 

A. G. Suggett has replaced his jew- 
elry store with a frame building 20 by 
80, has moved in and is doing business. 
F. C. Long, the druggist, has built a 
good looking brick veneer 24 by 60, to 
replace his old frame building. B. Dun- 
can, who lost pretty heavily on his 
stock of agricultural implements as 
well as on his buildings, has replaced 
with a brick veneer 40 by 80. Nellis 
and law have put their hardware 
stock in a temporary frame building 
80 by 60 and will build a more per- 
manent structure In all prohability in 
the near future. 

M. Wener has also got his general 
store in new temporary frame quar- 


ters. 
New Bank Building. 

The contract has been let for the 
new Royal Bank building which is to 
cost from $12,000 to $15,000. It is un- 
dérstood that the actual plans would 
have necessitated the outlay of some 
$20,000 but the absence of water- 
works in the town at the present time 
will prevent the carrying out of some 
of the extensive ideas of the original 
plans. These “‘tifica’’ can be added at 
any time and the building will be 
bullt with the idea of allowing for 
their addition afterwards. In the 
meantime the business is being carried 
on in the Impérial block, 

The contract is not let but it is un- 
derstood that a very pretentious new 
Bank of Commerce will also be begun 
this year. The old building escaped 
the fire area, but the growth of the 
business necessitates enlarging the of- 
fice space. It will probably be of solid 
brio or stone and will be about 40 by 
40. 

The new Bank of Commerce will be 
placed on property owned by the 
bank just east of the Royal bank. 

Telephone Building. 

It 1s also a matter of common rumor 
in Vermilion that the government is 
going to build a new bullding this fall 
to house its telephone aystem, Ver- 
milion citizens are also working on a 
municipal hoapital which will be situ- 
ated in the town of Vermillion and will 
eerve a large community many miles 
in extent according to the present 
plans. Signatures for the petition to 
the government sve now being taken. 
Another building that will have to be 
built in the near future is a schel 
house. The present one is much over- 
crowded and haa overflowed into three 
outside rooms, There has been con- 
siderable talk of establishing a con- 
solidated schoo! there but to date, it 
has not received eufficient support 
from sone of the surrounding .dis- 
tricts. It is the natura) growth that 
has caused this congestion in the 
school, as it suffered not at all from 
tho fire.

The Post Office, however, was burnt 
and they have opened quarters in the 
immigration building. The customs cf- 
fice, which was owned by the Craig 
Bros. has removed to the Standard 
Office building. 

George D. Jones has shown consid- 
erable Initiative this spring in building 
and equipping a fine new brick garage, 
all fireproof. This was another build- 
ing that came from the natural devel- 
opment of the town, as Mr. Jones was 
not among those burnt out. 

George Law lost his garage and will 
probably rebuild this year but has not 
started operations yet. The Northern 
Hardware Co. is for the present doing 
business in the Vermilion hotel. it is 
understood that the owner, Bert Giles, 
intends to build a one storey brick 50 
by 60. A. M. Weatherby, who lost his 
house and dwelling has plans for a 
two storey brick 560 by 60. A. Y. Law 
has already built a small frame build- 
ing 20 by 30 to accommodate his tin 
shop and L. M. Hunt, who also lost his 
tin shop by the fire, has sold out, so 
will not be rebuilding. 

@. Anderson, who owned a Gents’ 
furnishing store, which was a total 
logs, has enlisted for overseas service. 

Albert and Mathes, butchers, moved 
to other quarters in the town and will 
not be rebuilding at present, Noak and 
Purchase, also butchers, will not re- 
build at the present time either.

been their record that the American 
authorities requested that France send 
a detachment to the United Statos to 
assist in the recent Liberty loan cam- 
paign across the border.

The district is almost unique for Cen- 
tral Alberta, in that it has a lot of 
free range for cattle. There is still 
some free range in the south, but this| 
{e being rapidly cut up for farms, 
There is also an attempt to open up 
range country in the north, but except 
for those the free ranges of Vermilion, 
Lloydminster and Manville are about) 
jal that are left. The people who take 
advantage of these lands, which are 
for the most part C. P, R,, C. N, R. and 
Hudson Bay, are both town and coun- | 
try residents. Some of them have} 
farms and more have no more interest 
in the country than to know that there 
will be enough pasture to feed their 
bunch of cattle. These are branded 
and put out, not to be seen again 
porbably till the fall. 

Settlers Coming in Fast. 

Settlers are coming in to this dis- 
trict at the rate of about a hundred a 
year, and this spring there has been a 
apecial influx. The special reason for 
this seems to be that land prices in 
that vicinity have stayed lower than 
settlers are being placed by the Ver-

It is not difficult to estimate the ef- 
have on the community center, Ver- 
imlion.

Farmers of that type do 
not go long without modern machin- 
ery and above all motors, One farmer, 
and he was not a Yankee either, but 
old country English, uses his automo- 
bile for repairing his fence. Owning 
a thousand acres, it might seem a 
handy way of keeping that much fence 
in order. Just to relieve the tension 
it may be stated that it was not a 
Ford. Town people, as well as the 
ranchers, have cars, and the Vermilion 
club was one of the most porm'‘nent 
that Secretary Frank Blackburn or- 
ganized In his tour this spring. They 
are now lining up for the trip to the 
Edmonton exhibition, the second week 
in July. The club has for its president 
A. W. Ebbett, K.C., M.P.P., and for 
a secretary J. W. G. Morrison, also 
secretary of the board of trade. 

Town and country meet at the agri- 
cultural school and demonstration 
farm.

000 worth of grain was taken off and 
then sold for §4,4066. That was 18 
miles south of the town. One new 
settler, atill living in a tent house was 
noted to have three tractors breaking 
up his land. Then again, speaking of 
the cattle business, the oldest resident 
tella ef a cow that was bought for $15, 
in fact it was taken tn trade at that 
price. The story does not tell If the 
cow was a poor one or if the purchase 
was nade before the present high 
Price of beef, but apparently the letter 
for the cow had six calves, and then 
was sold for $66. The six calves sold 
for $10, $20, $80, $40, $50 and $60, ac- 
cording to their age. That makes a 
total of $270 with a debit balance of 
that original debt of $15—the first 
cost of the cow. 

Farmers Own Much Stock, 

But it is no jeke that the farmers in 
that distriet now own from forty to 
five hundred cattle, ten tv two or three 
hundred horses and one hundred to 
five thousand sheep. A. H. Liewellen 
came into that country some fifteen 
years ago and now has a nice little 
bunch of horses, probably 150, or 
thereabouts. Like most of the other 
horse breeders in that locality, he went 
in for good grade general purpose stuff. 
Pure bred stallions are kept and good 
grade mares. The crop of colts this

An outline of the new government 
taxes as received from Ottawa n pri- 
vate communications to Wdmenton

1. A tax of 10 per cent, on the fol- 
lowing articles, when imported or 
manufactured after. the 80th April, 
Automobiles, gramophones, 
graphs, talking machines and 
mechanical pianos and organ players, 
and records therefor, jewelry for the 
adornment of the person only, real or 
imitation, This 10 per cent, is t» be

Reports of Department of Agri- 
culture Emphasize Immediate 
Need of Moisture. 


Reports received from the differ- 
ent parts of the province by the de- 
partment of agriculture show varied 
conditions according to whether the 
particular district has been in the rain 
area or not, News from Peace River 
is the best. The. official report sub- 
mitted by the dpeartment is as fol- 
lows: 

“Reports received by the depart- 
ment or agriculture today indicate 
the dry weather continues, broken 
only by light showers, over a large 


portion of the midide and southern 
parts of the province, which has seri- 
cubly hindered growth to date. In 
many places the crop has been dam- 
aged by winds and unléss heavy rains 
come at once, the outlook for a fair 
crop even, throughout a large portion 
of the territory mentioned,’ will be 
very doubtful, The central and nor- 
thern parts of the province, however, 
have been favored with heavy rains 
and the prospects are very encour- 
aging for a good yield. 

“In the Peace River district, recent 
heavy showers now provide assurance 
of sufficient supply cf moisture for the 
time being. All grain is high enough 
to protect the land from drying effect 
of sun and wind, Wheat in the most 
advanced portion of the territory is 
eight inches high and all grain is 
showing up\well. The warm bright 
sun of the past week has brought 
everything on very quickly, and the 
present prospects are excellent.
